The court's opinion, although relating 
only to the temporary injunction re- 
straining the commission from en- 
forcing its orders pending a deter- 
mination of the merits of the ap- 
peals, clearly showed that the court 
will permanently enjoin the enforce- 
ment of the sweeping reductions or- 
dered by the commission. These re- 
ductions affected practically every 
railroad in the country and applied 
to nearly all articles in interstate 
commerce. 
The order of the com- 


mission was one of the most impor- 
tant ever entered by It. In many 
cases the reductions In rates ordered 
amounting to 20 per cent. 


The opinion of the court puts a 


stop to the Interstate commerce com- 
mission's attempt to divide the coun- 
try into rate rones and to apply gen- 
eral rates to these zones without in- 
vestigations in specific 
Instances.
